@ Lonpon, May 7.—It would be difficult to ex- 
aggerate the disgust of the Liberals, or the 
great shame and open wrath of the Tories 
upon the whole question of the privilage de- 
bate. For weeks past the Times has 
been hurling the foulest charges against 
the Irish members, and the Tories have 
been repeating them in the House night after 
night. Both the newspapers andthe poli- 
ticilans made their chief taunt the demand that 
these charges be met. Now, when Gladstone 
himself moves ina perfectly Constitational 
methoa for a select committee of the 
House to inqutre into these charges 
— when Dillon appeals for it 
that he may meet the charges against himself 
—when Parnell telegraphs asking its scope to 
be so enlarged as to include the whole ques- 
tion of the Times’ fac-simile letter—when 
Morley on Gladstone’s behalf, expresses aqui - 
escence in this view—the Government and all 
their followers turn instantly 

RIGHT-ABOUT- FACE,

eighty-four. Being, of course, absolutely 
certain, as every sane man may almost be 
said to be, Parnell will not subject himself to all 
the risks and uncertainties of a colossal 
libel suit.

VIRGINIA’S ENGLISH K OREDITOMS. 

The mission of so distinguished a diplo- 
mate as Sir Epwarp Tsorwrow to this 
country in behalf of English holders of 
repudiated Virginia bonds has elicited 
some wild guessing as to what it means or 
| what may come of it, 

The suggestion that it portends a suit 
against the State in the United States 
Courts is untenable, because jurisdic- 
tion of suits against one of the 
United States dy citizens of another 


State or by citizens or subjects of any 
‘| foreign State’? 


is expressly withheld 
from United States Courts by the Elev- 
enth Amendment, and the Supreme Court 
has decided that jurisdiction of suits 
against one of the United States by an- 
other State of the Union or by a foreign 
State is conferred only where the cause of 
action is a State matter. It was held that 
suits by a State acting merely as the col- 
lecting agent or assignee of private claim- 
ants, its citizens or subjects, would bea 
manifest evasion of the Eleventh Amend- 
ent and could not be entertained, 

Still more absurd is the suggestion that 
Great Britain will demand payment to 
her Virginia bondholders from the United 
States Government, and in case of refusal, 
attempt to collect the money by some ex- 
ertion of force amounting to war. She 
took no such course in the case of re- 
pudiated State bonds held by Englishmen 
many years ago when the United States 
were not half as able as they now are to 
take and hold all of British America by 
way of indemnity or reprisal. British 
capitalists buying the bonds of American 
municipalities are afforded by our laws 
the same legal remedies against the debt- 
or as American creditors, and can ask 
no more. The United States Government 
is no more bound to foreign creditors for 
the debts of St. Louis than for the debts of 
any railroad corporation or private bor- 
rower, and foreigners who speculate in 
such securities or in State bonds must 
take precisely the same chances in such 
ventures as our own citizens. Great 
Britain does not guarantee the bonds of 
the public or private corporations doing 
business under her laws, and the capital- 
ists of England learned forty-odd years 
ago that a State debt is not a United States 
debt and cannot be collected by law, nor 
by war either, unless the collector is able 
and willing to whip the whole United 
States. 

The United States, however, formed a 
néw state out of Virginia’s territory with- 
out her consent, which consent the Fed- 
eral Constitution expressly made a condi- 
tion precedent to the validity of such dis- 
memberment, and it was Western Vir- 
ginia’s proportion ofthe old State’s debt 
that Virginia refused to pay. On this ac- 
count Mr. BIam suggested that the 
United States should in equity compen- 
sate Virginia for the territory and taxa- 
ble wealth forcibly and irregularly taken 
from her, and that such compensation 
might most appropriately take the shape 
of an assumption by the Federal Govern- 
ment of at least the disputed part of the 
Old Dominion’s debt. Sir EDWARD 
THORNTON may have been sent to Rich- 
mond on this hint, and the record facts 
thence obtained by him may figure in 
some future correspondence in which the 
British Government. will press Mr. 
BLAINE’S view of the matter upon Uncle 
Sam’s magnanimity and sense of justice.

A CALLED SBSSION’S POWERS. 

CaMDEN’s re-election as Senator was de- 
feated by bolting Democrats in the West 
Virginia Legislature, who, on account of 
his connection with the Standard Oil 
Company and the railroads, refused to 
abide by his nomination. After a long 
deadlock the Legislature adjourned with- 
out electing a Senator. Then the Goy- 
ernor, whé is the leader of the anti- 
monopoly faction, appointed Lucas te fill 
the vacant seat in the Senate until it should 
be filled by the Legislature. Having done 
this he called an extra session of the Leg- 
islature to pass necessary appropriation 
bills. It had been the game of the CamMDEN 
men to force such a call and trust to a 
successful combination with the Repub- 
licans. But the Governor oarefully 
omitted the election of Senator from his 
enumeration of the business to be trans- 
acted, and the Constitution of the State 
expressly deprives the Legislature of 
power to act at a called session on any 
subject not stated in the call or sub- 
mitted by the Governor. Nevertheless 
the Legislature elected FavLENER, a Dem- 
ocrat, after Campen withdrew, having 
failed.to get a majority with the help of six 
Republicans. The consequence is a con-

coal resources of Alabama and Tennessee. 
The effect of this new working force in 
the land ef gotton, the stimulus given to 
trade by this new eddition to Southern 
sources of wealth, are set forth in the 
article referred to, and are conclusively 
attested by the remarkable business boom 
and growth of Memphis.

MONOPOLY’S DEMAND, 

The flexibility of the long-and-short- 
haul clause is amply provided for. In 
every special case wherein its suspension 
can be justified, the Commission is au- 
thorized to suspend it. But its repeal, or 
the general suspension demanded by the 
railroads, simply means a license to 
charge ‘‘all the traffic will bear in all 
cases,’’?’ It means a concession to rail- 
road traffic managers of plenary au- 
thore to set up prohibitory or pro- 
tective tariffs between States, between 
cities, or at every cross-roads where 
they or their managers may choose 
to build up or tear down industrial or 
commercial interests. The general sus- 
pension or the repeal of that clause would 
restore to the Pacific railroads the power 
to make intermediate points pay the 
through rate, plus the local rate from the 
opposite terminus. Here are a few ex- 
amples of such charges taken from the 
Pacific railroad schedules and used by 
Senator BECK in his speech on the inter- 
state commerce bill. , 

Through rate New York to San Francisco, 
8,800 miles, $300. Short haul, San Francisco to 
Riko, 619 miles, $500. Total freight to Elko, 
2,681 miles from New York, $800. 

Through rate, 3,300 miles, $300. Short haul, 
San Francisco to Winnemucca, 475 miles, $416. 
Total freight to Winnemucca, 2,835 miles from 
New York, $716. 

Through rate, 3,800 miles, $800. Short haul, 
San Francisco%o Reno, 906 miles, $236. Total 
from New York to Reno, 2,994 miles from New 
York, $536. 

There is no possible justification for 
such discriminations. But it & to restore 
that system of charges that the manipu- 
lators of $3,000; 000, 000 of bogus stocks are 
now exerting all the railroad influence in 
this country to coerce business men into 
the railroad fight against the long - and - 
short-haul clause.

THE HAWAIIAN ROYAL PARTY'S: VISIT 10 


MOUNT VERNON. 


An Incident Which Surprised and Pained 
Queen Kapiolani—Delightful Features of 
the Excursion—The State Dinner at the 


White House—Magnificent Floral Deco- 
rations—The Guests—Preparations for 


the European Trip.

WasHINGTON, D. O., May 7.—The excursion 
to Mount Vernon yesterday in honor of Queen 
Kapiolani and her suite was participated in 
by about 100 persons selected by the Secretary 
of State, who himself was not in attendance. 
His duties as royal escort fell to Senator 
Sherman, Chairman of the Senate Foreign 
Relations Committee, while Senator 
Evarts escorted the Princess. It was 10:15 
o’clock when the zarriage containing the 
Queen, Princess, Gen. Dominis and Minister 
Carter entered the gate to the Navy Yard and 
was driven directly to the Despatch. A salute of 
twenty-one guns was fired. Oapt. Wallace, 
Commandant of the Navy Yard, with officers 
of his staff received the party as they stepped 
on board the Despatch, which floated the 
Hawaiian flag above our own. Lieut. Cowles, 
commanding her, placed the vessel at her 
Majesty’s disposal. This ceremony continued 
through the trip, her Majesty giving com- 
mand for lowering her flag as they approached 
the sacred enclosure. The home of Washing- 
ton never looked lovelier.

Uniess ane has been there it is hard 
to form any idea of its magnitude. I myself 
learned something new to-day about this 
country. I have always supposed that Lower 
California was sterile, but I was assured 
this morning by a gentleman who knows what 
he is talking about that Lower California 
is rich in natural resources, and that it is being 
colonized and developed. There is in 
some parts of the West and Southwest an 
activity which people are pleased to term a 
boom, but it is only a healthy growth. It will 
be permanent, and notevanescent, as ‘booms’ 
proper areapt to be. The growth of Kan- 
sas, for instance, has been phenomenal, and 
likewise the growth of some parte of Missouri 
around Kansas City, and particularly in the 
rich corn and wheat belt, and it is now a fact 
that more railroads are needed.

A Serious Difficulty With Navajo Indians at 
Defiance, N. M. 


GALLUP, N.M., May 7.—Serious difficulty with 
Navajo Indians occurred about 8 o’clock yes- 
terday morning at Defiance station, seven 
miles west of here. A dispute arose in a 
store of the village between E. I. 
Allen, the clerk, and a Navajo Indian, and the 
latter sprang over the counter to grasp a 
pistol. At the sume moment Alien drew 


his pistol and shot the Indian dead. Mr. Bor- 
land, owner ofthe store, and wife, who were 
in the room above the store at the time, came 
down and seeing what had happened, started 
for Gallup at once on horseback, but had not 
one far when they were surrounded bv In- 
ians armed with rifles and pistols, who 
accused Borland of killin the Indian, 
and threatened to kill him and his wife on the 
spot. The Indians were wild and furious with 
— — * — Borland succeeded in 
quieting them by giving up his weapons, say- 
ing he had nothing to do with the killing, At 
came to trade with the Navajos. Finally he 
and his wife were permitted to continue their 
journey to Gallup. In the meantime 
Allen and an old man named Hans 
barricaded the upper story 
store to defend themselves from 
attack. The Indians broke into the store and 
rifled it of everything valuable. An hour 
after the shooting, a freight train on the 
Atlantic & Pacific road passed, and Hans and 
Allen ran for it under a heavy fire from the 
Indians. Allen made the train and came to 
Gallup.

Balloon From This City at an Early Day 
—History of Aerial Navigation From the 
Earliest Times—Various Inventions to 
Facilitate Travel in the Air—How the Im- 
provements Were Suggested and Made— 
A Review of Ballooning in this Country— 
Remarkable Ascent From This City 
Nearly Thirty Years Ago—Thrilling Ad- 
ventures.

THE MONSTER POS T-Dis PATCH BALLOON. 


M. Pilatre de Rozier made an ascent 


at Paris. He was the first balloonist 
who went up. In his car he car- 
ried a fire to increase his supply of 


hot air by raising it to the mouth of the 
balloon. In the following year Dr. Rittenhouse 
and Mr. Hopkinson of Philadoclphia con- 
structed four small balloon which were 
filled with hydrogen gas and with which a 
short ascent was made. About this time the 
parachute ,a word which means a guard against 
falling, was invented. By means of this the 
adventurer can desert his baloon and descend 
to terra firma in safety. 

Numerous successful ascents were made in 
France, England and Italy within a few years 
after De Rozier’s tirst adventure, though that 
unfortunate aeronaut fell a distance of 3,000 
feet from his bursted balloon a few years later 
and was founda shapeless mass on the coast 
of France. 

In 1886 Charles Green, Robert Holland and 
Mouck Mason made a voyage from Vauxhall, 
London, to Weilburg, Germany. Prior to this 
Mr. Green had made 226 ascents in England. 
They left London at 1:30 p. m., November 7, 
and arrived at Weilberg the following morn- 
ing shortly after sunrise. A few years later 
Green made a voyage over the German Ocean. 

On July 29. 1837, Aeronaut, Cocking, arranged 
to ascend with Gye to 
a height of 8,000. feet, 
when he would leave 
the balloon in a bas- 
ket and parachute, 
and descend to earth.

About 1860 James Glaisher, F. R. S., made a 


great many daring ascents. On September 5, 
1862, he ascended with Wm. Coxwell toa 
height of seven miles starting from Wolver- 
hampton, England. He became unconscious 
and remained in that condition for seven 
minutes. He was finally revived by Mr. Cox- 
well, who a moment later lost the use of his 
hands, but on descending to a lower point 
both recovered completely. 


Aside from scientific and adventurous 
undertakings the most important em- 
loyment of the dalloon was dur- 


ng the Orimean war and also the siege 
of Paris. For four months the balloon 
afforded the only means of departure from the 
beleagured city. On October 7, 1870, Gambetta 
and his secretary escaped to Epineuse by this 
means. The Post-office department availed 
itself of the route and the important mail was 
carried by aeronauts. On his arrival the mail 
agent had photographed the important news 
and this was carried back by pigeons to Paris 
where it wasenlargedandrepublished. Sixty- 
three important ascents with persons and 
documents were made during the seige. 

The first voyage made from the United States 
was made by M. Blanchard from Philadelphia 
in 1783. Gen. Washington was a spectator at 
the ascension. Within the last century thou - 
sands of ascensions have been made in this 
country. The voyage of the PosT-DISPATCH and 
WORLD balloon next month promises to excel 
in every feature the most successful of these 
aerial trips. 

A Mr. Durant of New York City was the first 
American who made any considerable 
number of voyages. In 1835 ballooning gained 
a daring disciple when John Wise made his 
first ascent from Philadelphia in a balloon 
bullt on an — economical scale. The 
whole contrivance weighed only 186 pounds. 
It was twenty-eight feet in diameter and had 
an ascenson 33 of 575 pounds. After this 
a considerable number of experimentalists 
engaged in are eer pias and the -propor- 
tion of accidents ecame accordingly 
large. Prof. Wise made successful as- 
eensions, from a number of oints 
in the East using muslin balloons, to which he 
applied a coating of varnish to prevent the es- 
cape of the gas. During an ascent from Lan- 
caster, Pa., Mr. Wise was caught in a gale and 
dashed against the eaves of a house, which cut 
the cords sustaining the aeronaut’s basket 
and spilled him out unconscicus on the root. 
The balioon escaped, and the aeronaut was 
rescued from his lofty landing-place stunned, 
but not seriously hurt.

Fortunately the torn globe formed itself into a 
sort of parachute, which lurched from place to 
place in its fall and finally reached the ground 
without any serious injury to the lady aero- 
naut. 

Ira Thurston of Adrian, Mich., had a ter- 
rible experience, which ended in the loss of his 
life, While disinflating a balloon in which he 
had made ashort ascent earlier in the day, 
September 16, 1858, he ordered the carto be 
detached as he sat on the valve disc. No 
sooner was the balloon thus lightened than it 
shot up inte the air with the terrified 
aeronaut clinging to the silk near the 
valve on which he had deen sitting. 
His dismayed assistants saw the runaway 
ascend to a height of three miles, with Thurs- 
ton clinging to it. It passed out of sight after 
two hours, but was found a few days later. 
The vaive had been torn off from the silk by 
Thurston’s weight. On the 6th of the follow- 
ing month his Rody was found near Sylvania, 
Mich., ten miles from Adrian. It had evi- 
dently fallen from a great height, as it was

John A. Haddock and John Lamountaine 
made an ascent from Watertown, N. X., 
September 22, 1889, sailed 300 miles in four 
hours and landed in the heart of a Oanadian 
forestin which they traveled for four days 
without food beforethey found any trace of 
civilization. 

Early in the late unpleasantness the balloon 
was brought into use at the 
national capital under the di- 
rection of Mr. John Wise. In

They explained that the 
Transfer „ had built about 15 per 
cent of its road, and that it wanted the busi- 
ness of the new bridge. Delegate Hays asked 
ifthe Transfer Company would pledge itself 
not to interfere with any company that might 
be given the right-of-way on Hall street. The 
gentlemen said they could not give any such 
pledge at present. After hearing other ob- 
ections the committee adjourned until next 
fuesday.

For in- 
stance, of the twelve athletic events (Volks- 
turnarten), four are selected to go with the 
gymopastic turning, and these must be partici- 
pated in by the contestant for the general av- 
erage, while with the remaining eight of the 
following twelve events, it is a matter of 
choice with him: Running, 220 yards 
now 125 yards), high jump, broad jump, 
op,step and jump, pole vaulting, rope climb- 
ing, club swinging, fencing, foil, rapier and 
bayonet, swimming, wrestiing, Turner style, 
lance throwing, rifle shooting. In the athietic 
events points count from one to ten upward, 
and over when not contested for in the gen- 
eral average. The gymnastic turning is per- 
formed on four apparatus as follows: Horizon- 
tal bar, parallel bars, side horse and long horse. 
In the prize competition each contestant 
has to perform on each ofthe four apparatus 
two exercises, as shown and explained to him 
by one of the judges, and one to suit himself; 
this latter exercise is usually very closely 
judged, as it is taken to bea pet exercise of 
the contestant. If these twelve exercises are 
perfectly pores (this has never been at- 
tained to the knowledge of the writer) it will 
be seen that there are sixty points to his 
credit; to this will be added the average of 
the obligatory four athletic events selected 
from the twelve above named. The 
contestant would thus, in order to 
complete the best average obtainable 
(100 points), having secured 60 in the gymnas- 
tic turning, if pole-vaulting, rope-climbing, 
high jumpand broad jump for instance be 
selected, have to attain 9 feet in the pole- 
vault, 38 feet in climbing, 60 inches in the high 
jump and 18 feetin the broad jump. While 60 
points in the gymnastic turning are very rarely 
attained, 40 points in the athietic events are 
frequently so, and the committee on 
practical turning have found it ad- 
visable, therefore, to give separate 
prizes for the best averages in these athietic 
events; thus a good, all-around turner may 
get two prizes—one for general average in 
gymnastic and athletic combined, and one for 
the best average in the athletic events at- 
tached to the gymnastic turning. The follow- 
ing list of ‘‘prize-winners’’ at Belleville, III., 
September last, shows this in the cases of R.

Buffalo Bill Entertains the Prince and 
Princess of Wales.

Lonpow, May 7.— Thursday afternoon Buffalo 
Bill and his troupe gave a private performance 
for the Prince of Wales, his family and friends. 
They were exceedingly delighted and compli- 
mentary. At the conclusion of the perform- 
ance thé royal party, under the conduct of 
Buffalo Bill an other officials, visited 
the Indian and cowboy encampments. 
The Princess entered one of the huts and 
expressed much interest in its arrangement.

THE ART OF ACTING. 


Coquelin’s Strong Presentation of tho Ne- 
cessity of Self-Control. 


From Harper's Magazine. 

In the actor the first self should be the mas- 
ter of the second; the part of us which sees 
should rule as absolutely as possible the part 
of us which executes. Though this is always 
true, it is specially true of the moment of rep- 
resentation. In other words, the actor 
should remain master of himself. Even 
when the public, carried away by his action, 
conceives him to be abandoned to his pas- 


sion, he should be able to see what he is 
doing, to judge of his effects and to control 
himself—in short, be should never feel the 
shadow of the sentiments to which he is giv- 
ing expression at the 4 instant that he 18 
82 them with the utmost power and 
truth. 

Study your part, make yourself one with 
your character, butin doing this never set 
aside your own individuality. Keep the con- 
trol of yourself. Whether your second seif 
weeps or laughs, whether you become fren- 
zied to madness or suffer the pains of death, it 
must always be under the watchful eye of your 
ever-impassive firat self, and within certain 
fixed and prescribed bounds. 

The best mode of representing a part once 
decided on, it should heneeforth never vary. 
You must grasp your conception in sucha 
manner as to be able to recall the image you 
have created, identical down to the minutest 
particular, when and where you please. 

The actor ought never to let his part run 
away’’ with him. It is false and ridiculous to 
think thatit is a proof of the highestart for 
the actor to forget that he is defore the 
public. If you identifv yourself with your 

artto the point of asking yourself, as you 
ook at the audience, ‘‘What are ali these peo- 
ple doing here?’’—if you have no more con- 
sciousness where you are and what you are 
doing—you have ceased to be an actor; you 
area madman. And a dangerous madman, 
too. Conceive Harpagon climbing the bal- 
ustrade and seizing the orchestra by the 
throats,loudiy demanding the restoration of 
his casket! 

Artis, I repeat, not identification, but rep- 
resentation. 

The famous maxim, If you wish to 
make me cry, vou must cry yourseif,’’ is 
therefore not applicable tothe actor. If he 
has really tocry, he would, more likely than 
not, make his audience laugh, for tragedy 
often becomes comedy tothe spectators, and 
sorrow frequently expresses itself in a grim- 
ace.

volume ot a great undertaking is 
the hands of the public. Twenty vol- 
not too many for a work which pro- 
cover the entire field of English liter- 
ture, from the tablets of Ogham to the poems 
of Sir Walter Scott, but they are a large num- 
ber for a man to undertake in half an ordinary 
Hfe-time, and with only a partial knowledge 
of the very complex subject on which he un- 
dertakes to instruct mankind. Whatever the 
shortcomings of Prof. Morley may be the world 
undoubtedly owes him a grateful recognition 
of his courageous and scholarly enterprise, 
yet were it not that he himself disarms criti- 
cism by his modest title, An Attempt 
Towards a History of English Literature,’’ 
we should be tempted to point out that to 
attempt“ translations of Celtic poetry with- 
out some knowledge of the Celtic tongues is 
a risky proceeding even for an LL.D. The 
mistake of a century in chronology should not 
be made oftener than is necessary, and five 
times in one page is at least four times too 
often, but to unite the destinies and cement 
the acquaintance of parties who lived just 100 
years apart seems rather a courageous defi- 
ance of the laws oftime and nature even for 
those days whén men lived longer than they 
do now. 

The intention of the present notice, how- 
ever, is less to criticise than to give the 
readers of this journal a brief review of the 
purpose and aim of the work as a whole. 
Neither the scheme nor the work is entirely 
new. Twenty years ago thesame author com- 
menced a similar task, and a first volume was 
published (1864) with an introductory sketch 
ofthe four periods of English literature, fol- 
lowed by an account .of the writers before 
*Chaucer, and later, in 1867, by a third half - 
volume, which brought the story down to the 
invention of printing. Mr. Morley had in-

tended the work for the public generally, but 
1 nt Passed chiefly into the hands of students, 


d in gaining some renown in this field, 
lost that for which the author had worked and 
labored. 

Somewhat displeased at this result the Pro- 
fessor carried the enterprise no further, and 
the work was suffered to pass out of print. 
But the design was not abandoned. Twenty 
years of waiting and working, given to the 
study of books and men, have resulted in a 
revival and enlargement of the scheme, and 
in the publication of this first installment. 
The history is to be completed in twenty 
volumes, published at intervals ofsix months. 
A simple problem in multiplication and 


division will demonstrate to the reader 
that the work, as at present. planned, 
will take just ten years to  exe- 


cute. At the end of that time, ‘‘if life and 
health last’’ and the volumes are issued regu- 
larly, both purchaser and author will have 
upon their shelves one of the most valuable 
histories that has ever graced the literature of 
any nation, written by ascholar anda gentle - 
man who has devoted half a life-time to the 
study. Tne only objections to the scheme are 
that halt a life-time is not long enough to ac- 
quire the immense amount of knowledge 
mecessary to so great a work, to- 
gether with a thorough acquaintance with 
the various dialects comprised in 
what is now the English language. This ob- 
jection is illustrated by the mistakes and slips 
previously noticed, and others of less import- 
ance. The other objection is, that so greata 
scheme, originated and undertaken by a single 


man is apt to collapse before completion, like. 


the histories of Macaulay and other literary 
towers of Babel. The work is, in fact, ency- 
clopedical in character, and should be com- 
piled by a syndicate of writers in the same 
manner as an encyclopedia. 

Without venturing upon anything like an ex- 
haustiyve review of the volume itself, which 
would be too heavy for these columns, just as 
the work itself is too scholarly for general 
readers, we will merely attempt a bird’s-eye 
view over the lighter portions, which should 
interest everyone. The present volume is 
largely introductory, 109 pages being devoted 
toa sort of summing up of the entire subject. 
Next comes a chapter on the forming of the 
people and their language, and only when this 
is concluded are readers introduced to the 
**Oid Literature’’ of the Gael, the Cymry, the 
Teutons; to Beowulf, and the literature of 
Scandinavia, from which the old English lit- 
erature was largely formed. 

The best critics have decided that of the 
present volume, the introduction is the most 
accurate part. Itis certainly the most inter- 
esting. Passing over the early pages, which 
deal with Italian, French and German early 
writings and their iufluence upon the fathers

1794 the Morning Advertiser first appeared, 
and inthe year following there were in Lon- 
don fourteen daily papers, ten published three 
times a week, twotwice a week and twelve 
weekly, while the distribution of newspapers 
throughout the country had been increased 
six-fold by the introduction of mail coaches. 

The chapters on ‘‘The Forming of the Peo- 
ple, and of the old literature before the tenth 
century will not be likely to interest any but 
students and men of learning. The latter per- 
haps less than the former, since the the infor- 
mation conveyed would not seem to indicate 
very deep research on the part ofthe author. 
The quotations are nearly all old translations 
that have appeared in other literary works,and 
some are erroneous. At the same time bot} 
public and critics will, or should, await with 
interest future installments of the work. 
Ancient literature isa very dangerous anda 
very uncertain thing totackle. Thestudy of an 
entire life devoted to that, and to that alone, 
is not too much in which to unravel its intri- 
cacies. It is from the volumes on compara- 
tively modern literature that Prof. Morley’s 
ambitious work will probably derivé its his- 
torical value. In this subject tl. re is no man 
living that can equal him. As the work is to 
be divided into separate sections, each com- 
plete in itself, and each provided with a sep- 
arate title page, readers will be enabled to se- 
lect the portions they most admire for their 
own private libraries and leave those they de 
not care for to readers of another class.

The volume 
on hand contains 500 questions on a variety of 
subjects, to which the answers are appended.

Friends of his who used to play ball with him 
years ago on the lake front declare now that 


even Spalding’s boy friends recognized in 
those days that he had a wonderful way of 
reaching behind him when ‘‘delivering’’ a 
ball. @ They all admit, however, that th 

never dreamed that he would become the 
first great pitcher ofthe country, or that 
he would finally lead the recognized head 
ana front of the national game, or that he 
would ever accumulate a big fortune by his 
devotion to the sport over which he was so en- 
thusiastic when a youth. The Chicago Mail 


says: 
NSpaulding is supposed to be worth $250,000, 
atthe least, and rhaps a great deal more. 
Most ot the men who were half-grown fifteen 
or twenty years ago, remember the amateur 
club of which the good-looking base-ball Pres- 
ident was the pitcher and leader. They also 
remember how another rather forward 
semi-professional ball club came down 
from Rockford, III., and played Al’s nine and 
beat it by a score ot something like 115 to 20, 
But the Rockford fellows, ——— 
these disreputable figures, were so capture 
by Spalding’s 8 delivery that they 
prevailed on him to go back with them. That 
was the big base-ball man’s entrance into 
professional circles. The Mutuals of New York 
came out to Chicago later and met the Rock- 
fords, beating the latter by a score of 9 to 0.
